Mr.  Rathbone  introduced  the  following  bill ;  which  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Roads  and  ordered  to  be  printed 
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To  provide  for  a  survey  of  a  route  for  the  construction  of  a  high- 
way connecting  certain  places  associated  with  the  life  of 
Abraham  Lincoln. 

1  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 

2  tives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 

3  That   there   is   hereby   established   the    Lincoln   Memorial 

4  Highway  Commission,  which  shall  consist  of  the  Secretary 

5  of  War,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  such  commission,  the 

6  Secretary  of  Agriculture,   the   Secretary  of  the   Treasury, 

7  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  and  the  Postmaster  General. 

8  Sec.  2.  Such  commission  is  authorized  and  directed  to 

9  cause  a  survey  to  be  made  with  the  view  to  the  establish- 
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1  nient  of  a  national  highway  connecting  Hodgenville,  Ken- 

2  tucky,  and  Beardstown,  Illinois,  which  shall  follow  as  nearly 

3  as  practicable  the  route  traversed  by  Abraham  Lincoln  from 

4  his  birthplace  at  Hodgenville,   Kentucky,   through  various 

5  places  in  Indiana  and  Illinois  most  closely  connected  with 
(5  his  life  and  the  lives  of  Thomas  and  Sarah  Bush  Lincoln  to 

7  New  Salem,  where  he  lived  during  his  early  manhood  and 

8  from  there  to  Beardstown,  on  the  Illinois  River. 

9  Sec.  3.  Such  commission  shall  report  to  Congress,  as 

10  soon  as  practicable,  the  results  of  its  survey,  and  submit  its 

11  recommendation  as  to  the  route  to  be  followed  in  the  con- 

12  struction  of  such  highway,  what  existing  roads,  if  any,  may 

13  be  incorporated  into  or  utilized  as  a  part  of  such  highway, 

14  and  what  places  are  available  and  suitable  for  the  erection 

15  of  markers  commemorating  Abraham  Lincoln's  connection 

16  with  the  place  proposed  to  be  marked,  and  such  other  recom- 

17  mendations  in  respect  of  the  construction  of  such  highway 

18  as  it  deems  proper,  together  with  an  estimate  of  the  probable 

19  cost  of  such  highway. 

20  Sec.  4.  Every  officer  or  employee  of  the  United  States 

21  may  supply  the  commission  with  such  information  relating 

22  to  any  matter  under  investigation  or  study  by  the  commis- 

23  sion  and  contained  in  the  records  of  the  office  of  such  officer 

24  or  employee,  as  the  commission  may  request.     In  adminis- 

25  tering  this  Act  the  commission  is  authorized  to  make  use, 
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1  so  far  as  consistent  with  the  best  interests  of  the  public 

2  service,  of  agencies,  officers,  and  employees  in  the  executive 

3  branch  of  the  Government. 

4  Sec.  5.  The  commission  mav  appoint  and  fix  the  com- 

5  pensation  of  such  employees   without  regard  to   the   civil 

6  service  laws  and  regulations  or  to  the  Classification  Act  of 

7  1923,  and  may  make  such  expenditures,  including  expendi- 

8  tures  for  actual  traveling  and  subsistence  expenses,  without 

9  regard  to  the  Subsistence  Expense  Act  of  1926,  for  pensonal 

10  services  at  the  seat  of  government  and  elsewhere  and  for 

11  printing  and    binding,    as    are    necessary    for   the    efficient 

12  administration   of   its   functions    under   this    Act.     All    the 

13  expenses  of  the  commission  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  upon 

14  the  presentation  of  itemized  vouchers  therefor  approved  by 

15  the  chairman  of  the  commission. 

16  Sec.  6.  There  are  authorized  to  be  appropriated  such 

17  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
IB  Act.
